W hen informed of the finding of tho 
wreckage Captain J. J. Keith, man- 
le e r of the Owen, reluctantly admitted 
th at all hope wTas gone. 
“ T do not understand 
what could 
ha v e happened to the Owen,” he said. 
“ She had a cargo of 116,000 bushels 
of barley, which was a light load for 
the ship.

her gallant crew from destruction in 
the storm which sent so many noble 
vessels to th e bottom. 
Stripped of her pilothouse by a bil­ 
low that smashed her wheel and car­ 
ried away the compasses while her 
men wore 
struggling blinded 
in the 
seas, the Umbria, which was headed 
direct into the teeth of the gale, rolled 
for a moment in the trough of the sea. 
With a coolness that never deserted 
him in this terrible crisis, Captain C. 
M. Seph roared out an order from the 
hurricane deck and like so ij^uiy tigers 
'.he forward crew, headed by the first 
and second mate, sprang to the after 
jerk and worked like demons to make

swept them like M us to the ropes, 
where t h o clung until they could re­ 
gain their feet. 
In six minutes, which seemed like

County Auditor Mahlum has just 
completed an interesting statem ent of 
the figures in the regular November 
settlement which includes the distribu­ 
tion of ta* collections from this settle­ 
ment and from the two forfeited Halos 
held Not.

The total settlement, including the 
two forfeited sales nmount 800,.'KHI 42, as 
against $40,554.17 for last. The increase 
in the settlement alone, not including 
the forfeited sales, would be about 81H, 
OOO. 


Delinquent taxes collected during the 
November settlement period this year is 
87,210.10 in excess of the delinquent tax 
collections for the same period a y e a r 
ago. So assuming, th a t under ordinary 
condition the same amount of back 
taxes would have been collected during 
the same period in 1905 and 1904, the 
above mentioned excess of $7,210.16 may 
be chargeable to the pending sales.
